The great United States 
battle fleet is expected to arrive in 
f hi-, country on the day'bofore Christ- 
mas, but of the many Newport boys 
serving in the fleet it is doubtful if 
any will be able to reach here in time 
to spend the holiday with their'fam- 
ilies. However, within a few weeks 
there will be many joyful family re- 
unions. 


About the only public celebration of 


the day will be the Community Christ- 
mas tree on Washington Square whicli 
has been set up and is in rcadiness-for 
us*. Christmas carols will be sung 
there and the usual Christmas festiv- 
ities enjoyed on the Square. 


The Christmas trade in the stores

There was a special meeting of the 


board of aldermen on Tuesday even- 
ing, for the purpose of approving the 
monthly bills and allowing them to be 
paid before the time for closing the 
city treasurer's books for the year.

There was some discussion over the 


report that work would be stopped 
on the Government Housing project 
on Old Fort Road. This was not 
pleasing to the board, and it'-•was 
finally voted that Mayor Buraick draw 
up a resolution to,be officially signed 
and forwarded to 'each of the Rhode 
Island delegation in Congress. 


At the weekly meeting of .the 


board on Thursday evening a further 
hearing was given on the.subject of 
removing the poles on Carey street. 
Those who did not want the poles re- 
moved were heard last week, while 
the hearing this week was" for th'ose 
who were in favor of the removal. 
Mr. F.-F. Nolan reprsented'the peti- 
tioners and a number of property owrV- 
ers stated that they would like to ha\'e 
the wires buried ,or else remove the 
poles to the rear of the property so, as 
to keep the street line clear. Several 
•expressed their intention to take elec- 
tric service if the. wires could be 
buried. The board announced no decU 
.sion in the matter, but will invite Su- 
perintendent Gosling to come before 
them next ,week to talk the matter 
6ver further and see if some agree- 
ment cannot be reached. 


The weekly payrolls were approved 


and.some other.routine matters were 
disposed of, 
Chief Kirwin submitted 


a communication stating that the per- 
manent men of the fire "department 
had petitioned to be relieved of the 
care of the city ambulance and asking

(British) has died in a prison camp an 
Germany. .This information was re- 
ceived by his'parents in this city this 
week. 
It was known-that "he "was 


raptured some-time ago, but no fur- 
ther word was received from him 
until the announcement of his death' 
came from the British war office. 


Lieutenant Conheeney was a son 


o£- Mr. and Mrs. John Conheeney o£ 
Meikle avenue, and was well known 
throughout the 'city.'" He left here 
sbont three years ago, going to Eng- 
land to enlist for the war. He had 
bean decorated and promoted for con- 
spicuous, bra very and had an excel- 
lent record..

According to reports from England, 


the death of Lieutenant Conheeney 
was the result of practically deliberate 
Qurder.by German guards long after 
tte armistice. was signed. He was 
confined in a prison camp, and for vio- 
lation of a camp rule was fired upon 
fcy -his German guards and several 
toilets penetrated his body, resulting 
'n, his death. 


This action is likely to be taken up 


for further investigation both by the 
British and American authorities, as 
Conheeney, while an American sub- 
ject, was fighting in the British army, 
feh 
bitterness is felt against the 


<=6emy for this wanton and needless 
murder.

Hon.- Walter A. Read, for 20 years 


the General Treasurer of the State of 
Rhode Island, and one of the best 
known men in the State, died very 
suddenly in;the public library at Che- 
pachet, ne'ar his home, last Saturday 
afternoon; Mr. Read had been at his 
office in; the State House in the 
morning, and upon returning to. his 
home went to the library near by. He 
dropped'dead upon entering the build- 
ing. 
The news of his sudden death 


came as a great shock to his hosts of 
friends in all parts of the Stale.'

Mr. Read was born in Blackstone, 


MeEs.';-ir.-!842,--but-'when he. was a 
mere boy ;his family removed to Che- 
pachet where he had since resided. He 
enlisted as a private in the. Fourth 
Rhode Island Infantry in 1861 and 
served until the regimnt was disband- 
ed in 1804, being mustered out as the 
seniojr captain and practically in com- 
mand of what was left of the regi- 
ment."' - • - • • .

He served as postmaster at Che- 


pachet from 18CG to 1885, and had 
also held.other offices of trust and re- 
sponsibility, having been Senator in 
the General Assembly from the town 
of Glocester forjseveral terms and also 
being a member if the State Board of 
Soldiers' Relief and of the State Board 
of Charities andxCorrections. He 'had 
be?n General Treasurer of the'State 
since 1898 and at every election he 
was regarded as an unbeatable candi- 
date, generally running 'way ahead of 
his ticket. In 'spite of the facf that 
sevlral Democratic governors have 
been elected during his term of office, 
the voters of the State never eared to 
remove Mr. Read to give room to a 
less valuable man..

FREDERICK W. TILTON 


Mr.: Frederick W. Tilt&n, for two 


years superintendent of schools in 
Newport and for seventeen years 
headmaster, of the. Rogers. High 
School, died very suddenly in' Boston 
on Monday 'evening, death coming 
while he was attending a dinner at a 
prominent hotel in tha.t city. 
; 


Mr. Tilton ^was ver/ well. known 


among the old<ir generation of. New- 
porters, because of his long connection 
with educational. interests here. He 
first came to this cty in 18G7' to ac- 
cept the postion of superintendent of 
schools, after having been connected 
with the Military Academy in Worces- 
ter for several years. He left New- 
port in 1871 to accept the important 
position of principal of the Phillips. 
Academy, returning here in 1874 as 
principal of the'Rogers High School. 
During his'long connection with the 
local school he built u'p.for it a splen- 
did reputation for. scholarly attain- 
ment, so that its standing was recog- 
nized throughout the East. Himself a 
man of wide education, he was able to 
impart to others the knowledge that 
he possessed and was known as one of 
the foremost educators of this part of 
the country. 


When the William Sanford Rogers 


fund was established, for the purpose 
of providing sufficient money to se- 
cure teachers of more than ordinary 
ability ,for the Rogers High School, 
Mr. Tilton and the late Rev. Thatcher 
Thayer were named as trustees. Since 
the death of Mr. Thayer many years 
ago, Mr. Tilton had continued alone 
in this capacity, air diplomas issued 
from the school bearing his signature. 


Mr. Tilton was born in Cambridge 


in 1839, and upon leaving Newport 
returned to Cambridge to make his 
home. He was prominent in banking 
circles there, being vice president of 
th°.Cambridgeport Savings Bank, and 
a director of the Harvard Trust Com- 
pany. 


Mr. Tilton is survived by a widow, 


three sons and one daughter, all of 
whom were formerly well known in 
Newport.

The battle of the Sommc was still 


raging. I had bc<?n hit by three rifle 
bullets, one through lite left cheek, 
the other two through the left shoul- 
der, while engaged In. a trench raid 
for prisoners, and was on lay Journey 
to Blighty. 
. 


I remember being carried down a 


flight of steps and placed on a. white 
table In 'n brightly lighted room, a 
doctor and a sergeant bending over 
me—a delicious drink of ale, then the 
whispered word "chloroform;" some- 
thing like a gas helmet being placed, 
over my nose and mouth, a couple of 
long, Indrawn, gasping breaths, a 
rumbling la my ears; then the skyline, 
of New York suddenly appeared. This 
was quickly followed by the Statue 
of Liberty shaking hands with tha 
Singer building; a rusblns, hissing 
sound In my ears, like escaping steam, 
and then—blackness. 


I opened my eyes. I was lying on 


a stretcher, covered with blankets, In 
alow-roofed, wooden building. Across 
the way from me wns fi long row of 
stretchers, each stretcher holding a 
wounded Tommy, some lying flat, oth- 
ers propped up by folded blankets. 
Others were sitting on their stretchers 
tenderly caressing an arm bound up 
with white bandages. 


Occasionally a stretcher, reclining 


on which was a inuddyand bloody 
soldier, would be carried down the 
aisle by two stretcher bearers. This 
stretcher-would be placed la an open 
space in the row opposite. 


I could hear a hum of conversation 


all about me, and as my brain cleared 
snatches of It became Intelligible. 


My right band seemed to be In a 


•vise. I could not release It. Squirm- 
Ing in bed, which sent a sharp, shoot- 
ing pain through my left shoulder, I 
tried with my unbandnged eye to see 
what was holding my wrist 
. 


A Koyal Army Medical corps'mnri 


was silting on the floor, at the head of 
my stretcher, and had my wrist In his 
grasp. He was about twenty years 
old, and looked dog-tired; his chin 
would gradually 6lnk to his chest, as 
If he. were falling asleep;,then he 
would suddenly start, lift up his head 
with a Jerk, and stare around the 
room. Pretty soon his eyelids would 
slowly close. I gave my arm a tug 
and he quickly openedjhls eyes; Uien 
across his face flashed a smile. To 
me it appeared like the son rising from 


• 
behind a hill at daybreak. Thatamlle 
sent a warm glow through me. I be- 
lieve that right then I was In love 
with his boyish face. Then he opened 
his mouth and, as Is usual In such 
cases, spoiled It all: 


"Strafe me pink, but yon do tyke 


your own bloomln' time.to,come out 
o' chloroform. 'Ere I've been, bloody 
well balmy, a 'oldln1 your 'bloomla' 
.pnlse." 


Out of the corner of my mouth I 


asked him: 


"Where am IT 
SII1I smiling, he hailed a stretcher 


bearer across the way. 


"I sye, 'A-wkins, this blighter wanta 


Then ho carried on! 
"H'lt means that jrou '»v« t rifle 


bullet through !ho left side of your 
clock (face) and two bullets through 
your left slibuldor, End that you're a 
cot^cose, which means that you won't 
'avl to bloody well walk. Two of us 
poor blokes will 'avo to carry you on 
a stretcher, 
You «ure arc a' lucky 


bloke: pretty cushy, I calls it." 


1 asked him If the wounds were good 


for Blighty.

'He answered: 
"Yes, you're good for Blighty,' and 


T'm u-thlukln' that they're good I'jr a 
discharge. That left h'arm o1 your'n 
will tc out o' commission for the rest 
o' your life. 
Your wife, If you've got 


one, will bloomln' well 'ave to cut 
your meat for you, that Is If you're 
lucky enough to get any bllnkln' meat 
on the pension the Top 'Ats 'onto will 
'and you." 


A feeling of pride surged through 


me. In a hospital of wounded soldiers 
a severely wounded case Is more or 
less looked up to, while a man with a 
superficial wound Is''treated as on or- 
dinary mortal. I could read respect, 
perhaps intermixed with a little envy, 
in the eyes of the surrounding Tom- 
mies and medical men. 


The door at tho end 'of the ward 


opened. A iiowl carao from the cot at 
my right, and fl gruff Irish voice, 
shouted: 


"Close 
that damned 
door. You 


bloomln' hospital men have no sinse 
at all. Here I am, knocked about by a 
shell, and the likes o' youso puts mo 
In a bloody draft. It's n good thin;; we 
have a navy; with the likes o' you 
blokes In tho-army, we certainly need 
one." 


A snicker went up from the patients. 


Then n Tommy on my left answered 
this outburst with: 


"Bloody nerve, I call It; 'Ere !e Is, 


a' covered with blankets, and grousin1 


about a little drnwft, and not many 
hours back 'e was lyin1 IE n bloomln1 


shell 'ole, with the wind a-blowln' the 
whiskers off 'im, and 'e a-prayln' for 
stretcher bearers. .I'll wuger a quid 'e 
belongs to the lioyal Irish Rifles." 


The man on my right retorted: 
"Nnw, I'm not lu the Royal Irish 


Rifles, but 1 belong to a good .outfit— 
the Hoyal Dublin Fusiliers, and I can 
lick the man that says they ain't." 


Just then, from a corner of the ward, 


came the voice of a stretcher bearer: 


"Jones, get the M. 0. (medical of- 


ficer). 
Hurry 
up—quick—this pool 


bloke's a-goin' west." 


The man holding my hand suddenlj 


released his grip, and rising to his feet 
hurriedly left the ward. A dead si 
lence ensued. I tried to turn In the 
direction from which the first voice 
had come, but the sharp pain in my 
shoulder warned me that It was use- 
less. 
.In. a few seconds the door openc< 
and I could hear low voices down in 
:he corner. I could see the Tommie 
around mo intently gazing in the di- 
rection of the voices. 
After a .few 


minutes the door opened again, then 
closed, and Jones came back. I looked 
up at him and he solemnly nodded. 


One more son of Britain had paid 


the toll of war. 
' Hy unbandaged eye suddenly be- 
came cl»udy and misty End a hot tear 
rolled down mycheek. 


The door -at the other end of the 


ward opened and two stretcher bear- 
ers entered, going in the direction of 
the dend man. Pretty soon they left 
the ward, carrying a stretcher, on, 
which was a still form covered with a. 
blanket. Tho Irishman on my right 
was repeating to himself: 


"Poor bloke, poor bloke; he sura 


.done his bit, and It won't be long be- 
fore he'll be pushln' up the daisies 
somewhere in France. And before U2s 
war is over, there'll be lots more In the 
same fix." 


One of the Tommies, in an effort to 


•be brave, addressed Jones: 


•'What's 'Is nyme, illke? What bat-

Jones answered: 
"James Collins, a lance corporal out 


of the Eoyal Warwlcks; five machine 
gun bullets through the right lung— 
hemorrhage." 


The door opened again and two 


stretcher bearers entered, carrying a

The medi- 
cal men all came to attention, then 
the doctor entered, followed by a 
clerk and a II. A. M. 0. sergeant. Ho 
stopped at each cot. carefully read 
tho tag on tho wounded man occupy- 
ing It, passed a few remarks which 
the clerk Jotted down on a. pad of- 
paper,'and as he left each wounded 
soldier he made a cheering remark to 
him. 


When be came to me ho asked: 
"Well, how are 'you feeling, my

The sergeant major again entered 


rhe medical men came to attention. 
In crisp tones he ordered: 


"Get ,the convoy for England ready 


Look alive; the ambulances are ex 
peeled any minute." 


The' stretcher bearers entered, bus 


Hlng abo^t, and the ward was In a 
uproar. Then, outside, could be hearc 
the chugging engines of the waitin 
ambulances. 


As each fortunate Tommy was car-

We were in rest billets In the little 


French village of S 
, "about teu 


kilos froni the front-line tmicli. Num- 
ber Two's gun crew were sluing on the 
ground In a circle around their ma- 
chine gun, while a sergeant, newly 
returned from a social course In ma- 
chine gunnery nt St. Omer, was ex- 
pounding the theory of scientific ma- 
chine gunnery. He himself had never 
actually been under fire with a ma- 
chine gun, but from the theoretical 
point he sure could throw out tho 
book stuff. 
I must confess, that his 


flow of eloquence passed over my 
head like a Zeppelin, and I noticed 
an uneasy squirming among the rest 
of our crew. - 


Happy Hpughton, who was sitting 


next to me, leaned over, and with his 
eye on the sergeant, whispered In my 
ear: 


"Bllme me, Yank, Isn't It nrful the 
ay he chucks his weight about?"

Across from me sat Ikey Honney, 


vlth our mascot, Jim, In his lap.

Tills generally causes the whole gang 
to do Hie same, the Instn'ctoi includ- 
ed. It Is Just like a minister in the 
midst of a very dry sermon suddenly 
stopping, stretching himself, and yawn- 
ing, this action causing the rest of the 
congregation to do likewise. 
„ As the whole-circle scratched, our 
sergeant 
instructor 
commenced to 


shift his weight from one foot to the 
.other in an uneasy manner. 
We all 


gazed at him Intently nnd each began 
to-scratch furiously. 
Sure enough, 


the sergeant gave in and started un- 
buttoning the front of his tunic to get 
at some real or imaginary cootie. .A 
nudge went the rounds of-the circle.

Jones now left me, and, getting a lit-

sergeant hnd been pumping into us 
for the last hour nnd a half. 


The sergeant gl.inccd at his watch 
ml dismissed us. We dismounted our 
gun, put It In ltsv>box and stored H 
away in our billet; then we reassem- 
iled under an apple tree In the or- 
chard, nnd, while the rest of us In- 
dulged In n shirt hunt, Hungry tfent 
after our ration of tea. Hungry was. 
eure &n the Job when It came to eat- 
ing. Pretty soon he'returnod with a 
dliic one-fourth full of tea, two tins of 
Jam, a loaf of bread, a large piece of 
cheese, and a tin of aprlcota which he 
had bought at a nearby French cs-

He dished out our rations, 


not forgetting a generous share for 
himself. 
After we had finished, out 


came the inevitable fags, a few puffs 
from each man, and the ball of con- 
versation started rolling.

" 'Of course, on account of this roiw 


lieing in range of the German guns, it 
could only be -used at night; other- 
wise-the enemy airmen and obsorviv 
tlon balloons would get wise and II 
would only be a short time before the 
road would be shelled, thus causlnt 
many casualties. 


"'For the last ten days reports ha 


been recelvcd'at division headquarter 
that every time troops passed a cer 
tain point on this road, marked by ai 
old church, they were sure to cllc! 
heavy shell fire from the Boches. 0 
nights when no troops passed throng 
there .would be very little shelling, I 
any, but If a battalion or brigade bap 
pened to come this way they suffere 
from heavy shell fire. 


" 'Upon receipt of the first two o 


three of these reports we put It down 
nsrfi strange coincidence, but when the 
fifth report of this nature reached us 
it was evident to us that a spy was 
nt work, and that In some mysterious 
way the Information' of the. movements 
of our troops were communicated by 
him to the enemy,

" 'ilysclf and another bloke, who 


liad been working with me for the last, 
two weeks, were assigned to the task 
of discovering nnd apprehending this 
spy.

It may pay to keep late-hatched pul- 


lets that ore v.-cll grown for their age 
even though they should-not lay until 
midwinter, hut nn early-hatched pul- 
let that Is undersized at this season 
Will never make a good hen. To get 
nil that Is possible out of all the prom- 
ising pullets good care nnd good feed- 
ing should he the rule at all stages. 
It Is Impossible to grow pullets care- 
lessly and on short'rations until they 
reach the age' when they should ba 
full grown and mature, nnd then bring 
them forward n.iilckly by a short 
course of good innnagpinent. 


A pullet that Is worth keeping as a 


Inyerls worth good cure nnd full rations 
all the time. A pullet Hint Is not con- 
sidered worth keeping slioiild be eaten 
or marketed ns soon as she Is eatnble.

formed of world food conditions and 
probable needs for certain commodi- 
ties, the U. S. Food Administration^ 
has completed n summary pf unusual 
importance to producers. 


The world balance sheet of food 


prcducts, shows a shortage of threa 
billions pounds of fats and three mil- 
lion tons of high protein feeds. Among 
frits are included pork products, dairy 
products and vegetable oils. 


Commodities of which there nre 


sufficient suplies, if used with econ- 
omy, are wheat, rye, beans, peas, rice, 
and feeds other than those high in 
protein. 
Sufficient beef is in sight to 


load all refrigerating ships' capacity. 
, There is enough sugar for our nor- 
mal consumption if other nations re 
tain their present short rations. If 
they increase their rations there will 
be a shortage. 
Coffee is' the onlj 


common food commodity of which 
there is a world surplus. 
With thu 


possible exception of high protein 
feeds, the United States has sufficient 
food and feed for its own people, but 
to fulfill its pledge of 20,009,000 tons 
to Europe by July 1, 1919, there must 
be continued conservation and avoid- 
ance of waste.

ESCAPE FROM HUN PRISON GAMP 


Tennessee Boy Swims the Rhine to Swiss Soil After Days of Tramp- 


ing Through Enemy Country—Seventy Americans in Con- 


certed Effort to Escape From Prison—Three bet Through- 


Swiss Give Them Kindly Welcpme. 


Somewhere in France, — Seventy 


Americans In the German prison camp 
at Ylllingen, Germany, made a desper- 
ate and concerted attempt to escape 
on the night of Sunday, October 0. Bo 
far three men IIBVC crossed the border, 
The first Is Lieutenant Aviator George 
Wright Puryear of Memphis, Tenn. 


Purycar swam across the Ilhlno to 


Swiss eoll early In the' morning of 
October 11. Two days later Harold 
\yillls of Boston, a former Lnfuyotto 
escudrllle flyer who' was captured nt 
Verdun In August, 1017, and Naval 


a ten-foot fence with hooks facing 
Inward along the top. Outside this 
fence were (he guards with rifles 
awaiting. Puryear, Isaacs, Willis and 
their companions bad to run this gant- 
let, after getting through the barred 
windows of the barracks.

THE SIEGE OF NEWPORT 


(Continued from Dec. 7.) 


Soon after his arrival, May 3d, 1778, 


Sullivan had written to Congress as 
follows: 


Much Respected Sr:— 


1 
1 do myself the honor to encloso 


Congress u return of the troops at 
this port. 
The three last mentioned 


regiments leave on this day, so that 
my force will consist of the residue 
mentioned in the return. 
We have 


not a man from Connecticut and but 
part of two companies from Massa- 
chusetts Bay—some few have arrived 
from New Hampshire, and about half 
their quota are on the march. 
With 


those troops I have to guard a shoro 
upwards of sixty miles in extent, from 
Point Judith to Providence on tho 
west, and from Providence to Seacon 
net Point on the cast, against an 
enemy who can 
bring 
all their 


strength to a point, and act against 
«ny point they choose. I am exceed, 
ing happy that' they know nothing of 
our strength 
and are 
fortifying 


•gainst an attack which they daily 
expect. They had on the Island and 
tho parts adjacent, four regiments of 
Hessians—the'22d, 43d and 66th Brit- 
'ish, making in the whole 3600,. exclu- 
sive of a small regiment consisting 
of 127", composed of refugees and de- 
serters, and commanded by Colonel 
Whitman. I enclose Congress a plan 
of their fortifications around the town. 
They have besides a very strong work 
on Butts' Hill/ a small redoubt oppo- 
site Bristol Ferry, another at the-en- 
trance of the. common Ferry Point, 
and.two small works opposite Fogland 
Point. They have stopped the course 


, of the water in -a 'small rivulet, to 


overflow a marsh for security of one 


' part of the town. The water is now 


fivn feet deep, but I am informed the 
stream dries lip in some summers: 
They have draughted 27 men from the 
22J regiment and like numbers from 
the 43d to join the Light Infantry of 
their Grand Army. 
This lis all the 


troops taken from 
Rhode Island. 


They left with Lord Howe. There are. 
seven vessels of war and t'.fO galleys, 
stationed in the following manner, viz: 
The Kingfisher and two galleys in tha 
east passage at Little Compton; 
in 


the main channel the Flora and Juno; 
'in the west channel the Somerset; at 
the towns, the Nonesuch the Lark, the 
Virtus, and a frigate, the name of 
which I have not learned. This dispo- 


. 
sition of their shipping was made to 
entrap. Captain Whipple in the Provi- 
dence frigate; 
but'on the night of 


the 30th he toojc advantage of a vio- 
lent northeast storm, passed them 
under a heavy fire, which hev warmly 
returned and got safe to sea. 
Since 


my arrival at this port, Gen. Tigot 
favored me' with a number of hand- 
bills, accompanied .with', a'letter, a 
copy of which I enclose, together with 
' 
a copy of my answer and his reply. 


As the number of troops destined 


for this department will be so incom- 
petent to "defend it against a sudden 
attack, I think that the two State gal- 
leys, if- properly fixed, would be of 
great advantage. I have applied to 
tbe Council of War upon the subject, 
who seem rathej inclined to dispose of 
them to the continent, than to fix and 
man them for service. I beg .leave, 
therefore, 
to submit 
to 
Congress 


whether it would not be for the good 
of the service to purchase and fix 
them for guarding those places which 
are most exposed; -particularly tho 
rivers of Taunton and Warren. "I also 
beg Congress to order Gen. Stark, who 
has returned to New Hampshire from 
Albany, to join me at kthis place, as I 
shall need two Brigadiers, when troops 
arrive. .And the more so as the extent 
of country to guard wil! be so great. 
Should Congress think that, aftgr the 
troops arrive here, an attempt upon 
the Island, with them and some militia 
and volunteers called in, would be 
? 


racticable, I shall be exceeding happy 
n executing any order, they will 


speedy termination, or at least inflict 
i blow upon the enemy which would 
naterially tend to that result. Com- 
posed chiefly of militia on short enlist- 
ments ov volunteers, there had been 
no time to inure them to the hard- 
ships of war,'which indeed at that I 
season, -with abundant,supplies, were 
lield of little acount. In the volunteer 
companies from the large towns came 
the men of wealth and influence, judg' 
es, lawyers, merchants, physicians, as 
to a holiday occasion. It wus said all 
Boston was there, and the good order 
and discipline that prevailed though, 
out the expedition, their patience in 
submitting to the inconveniences and 
exposures they had not. anticipated, 
was as creditable as it was little to 
have been expected. 


The French fleet arrived off Bren- 


ton's Ledge, three miles below New- 
port, on July 29th. They were in want 
of water, bread, vegetables, to euro 
scurvy, and much else. Sullivan, be- 
tween whom and the Admiral letters 
had already been interchanged,-went 
on board the Languedoc the next day, 
and plans were concerted for future 
operation. 
The Sagittaire and Fan- 


tasque were forthwith despatched up 
tha West Channel to intercept two 
Hessian regiments on Conanicut, but 
upon tho approach of the French fleet 
these regiments were withdrawn. !t 
'was first proposed, that the "French 
should land fit Tower Hill, near where 
the fleet was riding, in forty flat boats 
provided for the purpose, and at least 
a feigned attack in that quarter seems 
not to have been speedily given up. It 
had its advantages.
